The  Committee  appointed  by  the  Board  of  Managers  re- 
ported a  minute  in  regard  to  the  death  of  James  A.  Garfield^ 
late  President  of  the  United  States.  The  report  was  adopted 
by  a  rising  vote. 

The  following  named  officers  and  managers  were  elected 
for  the  ensuing  year.

We  ask  kind  indulgence  for  very  brief  presentation  of  the  character 
of  our  work. 

' '  PAUPERISM,   ITS  CAUSE,   AND  THE  BEST    METHODS    FOR    PREVENTION    OR  CURE," 

is  a  problem  of  social  economy,  which  at  present,  more  than  at  any 
time  heretofore,  invites  the  thoughtful  consideration  of  the  best 
minds. 

A  wise  and  noble  discharge  of  obligations  of  benevolence,  as  exer- 
cised in  the  matter  of  appeals  where  the  individuals  possess  dormant 
capabilities,  consists  in  such  application  of  means,  and  such  exercise 
of  methods  as  most  surely  and  speedily  tend  to  place  the  subject  upon 
a  plane  of  self-support. 

We  shall  reach  a  golden  age,  and  a  happy  solution  of  the  problem 
of  pauperism,  when  employment  can  be  systematically  supplied  to  all 
the  willing,  and  imposed,  under  conditions  of"  control  by  law,  upon 
able  but  unwilling  mendicants,  who  study  rather  to  avoid  work.  But 
this  condition,  whether  near  or  remote  is  in  the  future  :  We  are  work- 
ing towards  it :  Meantime  we  must  do  the  best  we  can  under  existing 
conditions. 

Present  customs  find  us  surrounded  by  a  large  class  "  willing  and 
able,"  yet  idle  per  force  of  circumstances,  being  unable  to  find  em- 
ployment. The  skillful  and  discriminate  administration  of  material 
relief  to  such — for  the  present — forms  a  large  part  of  the  work  of  this 
Association.  They  must  receive  attention  in  relation  to  present 
physical  wants,  upon  present  plans  and  under  present  conditions ; 
though  we  wait  anxiously  to  take  advantage  of  any  improved  scheme 
of  amelioration. 
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While  we  alleviate  such  necessities,  it  is  the  primary  study  of  this 
Association  to  do  so  without  prejudice  to  sell-reliance.  To  help  to 
the  extent  of  a  positive  need,  but  not  to  continue  to  a  degree  which 
predisposes  to  languid  inclinations.  We  want  to  preserve  the  vigor 
of  natural  capabilities  :  We  aim  to  assist  up  to  the  line  which  divides 
imperative  necessity,  from  restored  conditions  of  self-support,  but  never 
to  cross  that  line. 

We  have  found  necessary,  indeed  indispensable  to  the  proper  dis- 
charge of  trusts  delegated  to  us  (in  view  of  the  very  extended  scale 
upon  which  wre  are  called  to  disburse  relief)  full  written  histories  of  all 
cases.  No  other  plan  adequately  protects  the  worthy  needy,  and  at 
the  same  time  defeats  the  duplicity  of  the  confirmed  pauper.  To 
secure  such  records  we  employ  a  paid  corps  of  kindly  impulsed  but 
skillful  investigators.  Some  one  of  these  visits  every  case  submitted 
to  us  for  attention  ;  giving  assistance  on  the  premises,  or  withholding 
such  assistance,  according  as  circumstances  and  a  knowledge  of  the 
case  may  determine  to  be  for  the  best.  If  the  case  under  considera- 
tion has  been  already  recorded,  the  agent  has  the  benefit  of  the 
knowledge  already  at  hand  :  If  new  phases  are  developed,  they  are 
reported  and  added  of  record  to  the  original  report .  If  the  case  has 
not  theretoiore  been  reported,  a  full  account  of  it  is  now  made,  sub- 
mitted, indexed,  and  thereafter  forms  a  part  of  the  body  of  Special 
Reports.  These  rept  rts  are  not  open  to  general  examination.  They 
are  referred  to  only  by  our  Secretary  for  his  own  or  the  agent's 
guidance ;  or  may  be  of  avail  through  this  ofiice  to  aid  conclusions  on 
the  part  of  any  of  our  individual  membership,  who  take  an  immediate 
personal  interest,  with  a  view  to  the  bestowal  of  personal  attention. 

Such  Reports  have  been  found  invaluable,  nay  indispensable  to  a 
competent  and  intelligent  discharge  of  duty,  as  pertaining  to  the 
administration  of  relief. 

As  a  cotemporary  incident,  full  individual  accounts  are  kept  of  the 
kind,  quantity  and  value,  of  all  material  aid  administered  in  each 
case.  These  accounts  form  also  a  part  of  the  histories  of  individuals 
assisted.  With  such  recorded  data  at  hand,  this  office  therefore  is 
enabled,  judiciously  and  intelligently  to  follow  each  applicant's  his- 
tory and  condition  :  to  note  commendable  impulse  or  languid  indifTor 
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ence ;  to  observe  tendencies ;  to  encourage  by  the  bestowal  of  further 
substantial  aid,  if  an  honest  hearty  effort  to  better  the  conditian  is 
evident,  or  to  check  a  volume  of  disbursements  which  may  be 
operating  to  enervate  rather  than  stimulate ;  while  in  lieu  thereof  we 
should  urge  to  greater  personal  endeavor.  In  short,  we  are  thus 
"  the  better  enabled"  in  helping  without  harming. 

A  great  work  has  been  accomplished  during  the  last  year  in  alle- 
viating distress.  The  weather  continued  unusually  severe  throughout 
the  winter  months,  and  much  work,  prosecuted  ordinarily  during  this 
season  by  laborers,  was  suspended  on  account  thereof.  This  increased 
the  demand  on  our  resources.  Twelve  Hundred  And  Four  tons  of  coal, 
in  one  quarter  and  one  half  ton  lots,  were  supplied  to  worthy  needy 
families,  besides  Groceries,  Clothing,  Bedding,  Shoes,  Rubbers,  Medi- 
cines, Medical  Attendance,  Rents,  Funeral  Expenses,  etc.,  etc.,  in  the 
usual  proportions  of  disbursement  as  characterized  in  years  imme- 
diately preceding. 

The  drought  of  the  past  summer  has  already  caused  a  heavy  per 
cent,  advance  in  the  cost  of  provision  supplies,  and  we  must  calculate 
upon  largely  increased  resources  for  the  coming  Winter,  in  order  that 
equally  ready  response  may  be  made  to  the  calls  of  the  suffering  and 
needy  during  the  season  now  advancing  upon  us.  God  has  blessed 
the  business  and  commercial  interests  of  our  membership  in  the  imme- 
diate past,  and  the  future  is  fair  and  bright  in  this  relation.  Let  us 
not  in  the  favor  of  the  present,  nor  in  the  promise  of  the  future,  for- 
get to  minister  of  our  abundance  to  the  struggling  sufferers  about  us. 
They  are  God's  Wards,  and  we  are  His  agents  in  their  behalf.  We 
should  be  able  then  to  give,  on  their  account,  an  approved  rendering 
of  our  Stewardship.  The  Board  of  Managers  would  urge  recognition 
of  this  duty  upon  all. 

The  Corps  of  Solicitors  who  interest  themselves  in  replenishing 
the  resources  of  this  Association,  is  made  up  from  our  most  estimable 
and  responsible  citizens.  The  work  they  do  is  entirely  gratuitous. 
We  most  earnestly  bespeak  for  them  considerate  attention. 

This  Association  has,  since  1843,  acted  as  a  medium  in  the  alleviation 
of  distress.  It  stands  on  a  noble  foundation,  for  its  structure  rests 
upon  generous  ^inspirations.    Its  history  is  a  growth  from  the  begin- 
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ning  of  benevolent  impulses,  and  its  record  is  filled  with  the  accounts 
of  ^ood  done  to  humanity.  The  most  scrupulous  exactness  marks  the 
rendering  of  all  accounts :  The  most  thorough  business  system  pre- 
vails in  the  management  of  its  affairs :  The  greatest  care  and  the 
most  considerate  thought  is  exercised  in  the  apportionment  and  dis- 
bursement of  all  bestowals.  It  stands  then  endorsed  and  vouched 
for  through  a  long  term  of  tried  and  efficient  administration  of  duty, 
as  a  reliable  and  competent  medium  of  avail  to  the  busy  commercial 
or  professional  man — who- -overcrowded  with  the  driving  cares  of 
business,  is  more  able  to  bestow  means  than  time  in  fulfilling  the 
measure  of  his  obligatory  duties  towards  the  poor,

PRINCIPLES  AND  OBJECTS  OE  THE 
ASSOCIATION. 


We  beg  leave  to  call  special  attention  to  the  following  rules : 

Let  it  be  distinctly  understood  that  this  Association  is  not — in  its  extended 
sense— public  or  general ;  that  is,  it  does  not  belong  to  the  public  at  large,  but 
to  those  who  annually  subscribe  to  its  funds,  and  only  such  have  a  right  to  send 
applicants. 

This  Association  is  organized  for  a  special  purpose,  and  its  labors  are  specific. 
It  seeks  to  do  collectively  just  what  the  benevolent  desire  to  do  individually, 
viz.  :  to  elevate  the  moral  and  physical  condition  of  the  worthy  poor,  and,  as 
far  as  possible,  relieve  their  necessities. 

The  following  is  an  abstract  of  the  fundamental  rules  by  which  the  work  of 
this  Association  is  governed  : 

1st. — To  give  relief  only  after  personal  investigation  of  each  case,  either  by 
visitation  or  thorough  inquiry. 

2d. — To  give  only  articles  immediately  necessary,  and  least  susceptible  of 
misuse. 

3d. — To  give  assistance  at  the  right  moment— not  to  prolong  it,  but  to  restrict 
and  modify,  relief  according  to  the  necessity  which  calls  for  it. 

TEMPERANCE. 

4th. — To  require,  from  every  one  who  receives  aid,  abstinence  from  all  in- 
toxicating drinks  as  a  beverage  ;  of  such  as  have  children  of  a  proper  age,  that 
they  be  kept  at  school,  unless  unavoidable  circumstances  prevent,  and  that 
those  of  suitable  age  be  apprenticed  to  some  trade  or  sent  to  service — the  de- 
sign being  to  make  the  poor  a  party  to  their  own  improvement  and  elevation. 
The  willful  violation  or  disregard  of  this  rule  will  debar  the  applicant  from 
further  relief. 

RECENT  EMIGRANTS. 

5th.— To  give  no  relief  to  recent  emigrants,  except,  perhaps,  in  urgent  cases  for 
once,  or  until  they  can  be  referred  to  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration,  when 
the  responsibility  of  this  Association  towards  them  shall  cease ;  the  reason  of 
this  rule  being  that  the  Commissioners  of  Emigration  are  obliged  by  law  to  care 
for  such  persons,  if  needy,  during  five  years  after  their  arrival,  and  are  provided 
with  means  for  this  very  purpose ;  consequently,  every  dollar  expended  on  such 
cases  by  this  Association  would  be  an  improper  appropriation  of  funds  intrusted 
to  it  for  other  objects. 
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THE  PERMANENTLY  DEPENDENT. 

6th. — To  give  no  aid  to  persons  who,  from  infirmity,  imbecility,  old  age,  or 
any  other  cause,  are  likely  to  continue  unable  to  earn  their  own  support,  and 
consequently  to  become  permanently  dependent.  In  extreme  cases,  or  until 
they  can  be  referred  to  the  proper  authorities  or  institutions  for  permanent 
relief,  assistance  may  be  given  once  or  twice.  The  reason  of  this  rule  is,  that 
the  permanently  dependent  are  not  regarded  as  proper  subjects  for  this  Associa- 
tion, as  we  have  no  permanent  fund ;  and  because,  if  these  should  continue  to 
be  relieved,  the  entire  receipts  of  the  Association  would  soon  be  exhausted  in 
the  support  of  a  permanent  list,  and  our  primary  object,  "The  elevation  of 
the  moral  and  physical  condition  of  the  Poor,"  be  defeated.  Such  persons 
should  become  an  in-door  public  charge,  which  is  far  better  for  them  than  to 
rely  upon  incidental  and  uncertain  relief. 

PERSISTENT  ALMS-SEEKERS. 

7th. — To  discontinue  relieving  all  who  manifest  a  purpose  to  depend  on  alms 
rather  than  on  their  own  exertions  for  support.  The  maintenance  of  such  is 
incompatible  with  the  objects  of  this  Association,  because  such  persons  soon 
become  so  debased  by  long-continued  gratuitous  relief  that  there  is  no  hope  of 
inciting  them  to  self-support,  and  to  aid  them  would  be  to  encourage  vice  and 
indolence,  and  further  a  great  social  evil. 

By  refusing  aid  to  the  persons  described,  none  are  necessarily  left  to  suffer. 
Even  those  who  obstinately  persist  in  their  vicious  course,  and  cannot  be  re- 
lieved by  this  charity  without  injury  to  themselves  and  the  community,  still 
have  a  resource  in  the  legal  relief  to  which  they  are  referred — so  that  all  are 
cared  for. 

The  Association  is  not  intended  to  supercede  existing  charities,  but  as  far 
as  practicable  to  supplement  them,  and  make  them  available  to  those  for  whom 
they  are  designed. 

It  will  be  obvious  to  all  that  this  Association  is  governed  by  such  humane 
and  economical  considerations  as  have  most  important  moral  and  nodal  bearings 
on  the  individuals  concerned,  and  the  public  at  large.  Our  whole  aim  is  to 
help  those  who  will  strive  to  help  themselves. 


BY-LAWS 

OF  THB 

BROOKLYN  ASSOCIATION  FOR  IMPROVING  THE  CONDITION 
OP  THE  POOR. 


ARTICLE  I. 

Every  person  who  becomes  an  annual  subscriber  shall  be  a  member  of  the 
Association. 

ARTICLE  II. 

The  President  and  Secretaries  shall  perform  such  duties  as  usually  pertain  to 
their  offices. 

ARTICLE  III. 

The  Treasurer  shall  give  such  security  for  the  faithful  performance  of  the 
trust  reposed  in  him  as  the  Association  may  demand  and  approve.  He  shall 
take  in  charge  all  funds,  keep  an  account  of  all  receipts  and  disbursements,  and 
pay  all  duly  authorized  demands.  At  the  Annual  Meeting  he  shall  render 
a  particular  and  correct  statement  of  his  receipts  and  disbursements  to  the 
Association.  He  shall  also  exhibit  a  summary  report  to  the  Board  of  Managers 
at  their  stated  meeting,  and  whenever  called  upon  by  them  for  that  purpose. 

ARTICLE  IV. 

The  Board  of  Managers  shall  have  exclusive  control  of  the  funds  of  the 
Association,  and  authority  to  elect  or  appoint  a  General  Agent ;  to  make  By- 
Laws,  to  fill  vacancies  in  its  own  body,  and  generally  to  adopt  such  measures 
as  the  objects  of  the  Institution  may  require.  It  shall  meet  for  the  transaction 
of  business  at  least  once  every  month,  except  the  months  of  June,  July  aud 
August,  and  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  be  convened  in  the 
month  of  October,  on  such  day  as  the  said  Board  shall  decide,  when  the  Board 
shall  submit  a  report  of  its  proceedings,  and  the  Officers  and  Managers  for  the 
ensuing  year,  except  the  General  Agent,  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot  or  viva  voce, 
as  may  be  determined  at  the  time.  No  one  shall  be  chosen  as  an  officer  or  man- 
ager, at  such  election,  unless  his  name  shall  have  been  posted  in  the  principal 
place  of  business  of  the  Association  as  a  candidate  at  least  five  days  before  the 
election  is  held,  without  his  election  shall  be  made  by  unanimous  consent.  In 
case  of  a  failure  to  hold  the  specified  meeting  in  October,  a  special  meeting  for 
the  same  purpose  shall  be  convened  in  the  course  of  the  ensuing  month. 


BY-LAWS. 
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ARTICLE  V. 

Special  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Managers  may  be  called  by  the  Secretary 
at  the  request  of  the  President,  or  on  receiving  a  requisition  signed  by  five  mem- 
bers of  the  Board.    Two  days'  notiGe  must  be  given  of  the  time  of  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VI. 

Nine  members  of  the  Board  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of 
business,  at  all  meetings  of  said  Board,  except  in  the  special  cases,  when  by  law 
a  greater  number  is  required. 

ARTICLE  VII. 

The  Managers  may  at  any  time  make  such  alterations  in  these  By-Laws  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary,  provided  they  be  not  contrary  to  the  certificate  of 
Incorporation,  and  that  such  alteration  shall  be  submitted  to  the  Board  of 
Managers  at  least  one  meeting  before  the  same  are  acted  upon,  and  that  they 
shall  not  be  passed  upon  unless  specified  in  the  call  of  the  meeting. 

ARTICLE  VIII. 

An  office  shall  be  opened  in  an  eligible  situation  for  the  purpose  of  concen- 
trating and  diffusing  all  information  pertaining  to  the  Society's  operations  and 
objects,  and  for  the  transaction  of  its  general  business. 

ARTICLE  IX. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Agent  to  devote  himself  with  diligence 
and  fidelity  to  the  affairs  of  the  Association,  and  he  shall  be  subject  to  and  act 
under  the  direction  of  the  Board,  and  may  be  removed  or  suspended  by  the 
Board.  It  shall  be  his  duty  to  attend  at  the  office  of  the  Association,  and  re- 
ceive applications  for  relief,  and  either  personally  or  through  the  medium  of 
competent  agents  appointed  by  him,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Presi- 
dent, to  investigate  all  applications,  and  furnish  appropriate  relief,  advising 
with  the  President,  or  with  some  member  of  the  Board,  on  all  difficult  quest  ions 
and  doubtful  cases,  before  granting  relief.  He  shall  also  render  a  report  to  the 
Board  at  each  stated  meeting. 

ARTICLE  X. 

•  Each  ward  included  in  the  operations  of  this  Association  shall  have  an 
Advisory  Committee  of  one  or  more  members,  the  number  in  each  ward 
to  be  decided  upon  by  the  Board  of  Managers  previous  to  each  Annual  Meeting. 
It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Advisory  Committees  to  divide  their  wards  into  such 
sections  as  may  be  desirable,  appoint  solicitors  therefor,  fill  vacancies  which 
may  occur,  and  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  the  operations  of  the  Society 
in  their  respective  wards. 

ARTICLE  XI. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of  the  Association  to  endeavor,  in  all 
suitable  ways,  to  give  practical  effect  to  its  principles,  especially  to  discounte- 
nance indiscriminate  almsgiving  and  street  begging,  to  provide  themselves  with 
tickets  of  reference  or  members'  roquests,  and  refer  persons  whom  they  wish 
aided  to  the  General  Agent,  in  order  that  such  cases  may  be  properly  inquired 
into  and,  if  deserving,  be  relieved.
